RANGE  AND  FEEDLOT  SALES 


Cattle  receipts  at  the  12  markets  con- 
tinued rather  liberal  and  were  15  percent  above 
the  corresponding  week  last  year.     Monday* s 
supplies  exceeded  any  day  since  January  and 
prices  declined  on  slaughter  steers  and  heif- 
ers.    However,  early  declines  were  largely  re- 
covered at  most  points  later  when  receipts 
were  moderate,   and  closing  prices  at  midwest 
markets  were  steady  to  500  lower  for  the  week. 
Slaughter  cows  sold  steady  to  500  higher  at 
So.  St.  Paul  and  Chicago,  but  the  general 
trend  elsewhere  was  steady  to  500  lower.     Stock- 
er  and  feeder  cattle  and  calves  were  steady  to 
500  lower.     Prices  on  barrows  and  gilts  were 
steady  to  250  higher  over  most  of  the  Corn 
Belt.     Spring  slaughter  lambs  closed  5O0-$1.5O 
lower  at  the  majority  of  markets  with  old  crop 
lambs  steady  to  500  lower. 

SLAUGHTER  CATTLE  AND  CALVES  -  The  12  mar- 
ket receipts  were  slightly  below  the  previous 
week  and  over  50  percent  was  offered  on  Monday 
when  receipts  were  the  largest  for  any  day  since 
January.     Ordinarily  between  40-50  percent  of 
the  week's  supply  arrives  on  Monday.     Slaugh- 
ter steers  and  heifers  made  up  the  bulk  of  the 
supply,  Good  to  average-Choice  grades  continued 
to  predominate.     Prime  steers  were  very  scarce 
making  up  less  than  4  percent  of  the  total 
steer  supply  at  Chicago.     Slaughter  steer  and 
heifer  prices  were  sharply  lower  at  most  ter- 
minals Monday  as  large  receipts  and  lower  prices 
on  carcass  steer  and  heifer  beef  in  the  whole- 
sale meat  trade  made  buying  interests  very 
bearish.     However,  receipts  were  very  moder- 
ate after  Monday^and  this  along  with  higher 
prices  on  carcass  beef  the  remainder  of  the 
week  made  for  a  higher  trend    which  erased  at 
least  a  portion  of  the  early  decline  at  most 
terminals.     The  Memorial  Day  holiday  and  ko« 
sher  holidays,  June  1  and  2  remained  a  bearish 
factor  through  the  week  but  was  offset  by  small 
midweek  receipts.     Slaughter  steers  sold  un- 
evenly steady  to  500  lower  for  the  most  part. 
At  Chicago  Prime  steers  closed  steady  to  500 
lower  but  in  Sioux  City,  Choice  and  Prime  grades 
were  steady  to  250  higher.     Heifers  were  gener- 
ally steady  to  500  lower  but  in  Chicago  prices 
were  steady  to  250  higher.     At  most  markets 
cows  sold  steady  to  500  lower  with  Utility  and 
Commercial  off  most  and  selling  as  much  as 
$1.00  lower  in  Omaha.     Cow  prices  in  So.  St. 
Paul  and  Chicago  were  steady  to  500  higher. 
Bulls  sold  steady  to  $1.00  lower  and  vealers 
were  steady  to  $2.00  lower  at  St.  Louis  and  So. 
St.  Paul. 

A  load  of  high-Prime  1372#  slaughter  steers 
brought  $33.50  in  Chicago.     Loadlots  Prime  and 
mixed  Choice  and  Prime  steers  $29.00-32.00  in 
Chicago  and  a  few  loads  of  mixed  Choice  and 
Prime  $27.25-28.00  at  other  midwest  markets. 


Choice  steers  bulked  at  $25.25-27.00  and  up 
to  $28.00  in  Chicago;  most  Good  steers  sold  at 
$22.00-25.50.  Choice  heifers  largely  $25.00- 
26.50  with  many  loads  of  high-Choice  and  mixed 
Choice  and  Prime  from  $27.00-27.75  at  Chicago. 
Most  Utility  and  Commercial  cows  $15.00-18.50, 
Canners  and  Cutters  $13.00-16.50. 

ST0CKER  AND  FEEDER  CATTLE  AND  CALVES  - 
Shipments  of  stocker  and  feeder  steers  from 
the  10  markets  at  22,232  head  compared  to 
23,097  the  previous  week  and  19,007  a  year  ear- 
lier.    Yearling  stock  steers  continued  to  pre- 
dominate while  fleshy  feeder  steers  of  either 
yearling  or  two  year  old  ages  were  in  very 
moderate  supply.     Stock  calves  weighing  400- 
450#  continued  in  a  decided  minority  as  is 
usually  the  case  at  this  time  of  year.     Good 
and  low-Choice  offerings  made  up  a  large  share 
of  the  over-all  supply.     However,   scattered 
shipments  were  in  the  upper  half  of  the  Choice 
grade  and  moderate  numbers  grading  Common  and 
Medium  were  also  marketed.     Trading  generally 
was  rather  slow  with  prices  unevenly  steady  to 
500  lower,   instances  $1.00  off.     At  Oklahoma 
City  Common  and  Medium  grades  were  $1.00-2.00 
lower.     At  several  markets  prices  early  in  the 
week  were  maintained  on  a  fully  steady  basis 
only  to  follow  a  lower  trend  on  subsequent  days, 
Further  weakness  in  slaughter  cattle  prices 
was  a  factor  influencing  a  bearish  demand  for 
stocker s  and  feeders  despite  the  fact  that  the 
average  price  of  stocker  and  feeder  steers  at 
10  markets  for  the  week  in  review  at  $23.75 
was  $4.50  lower  than  the  same  week  a  year 
ago  while  the  average  price  slaughter  steers 
at  the  7  markets  at  $25.34  was  only  about  $2.00 
lower  than  a  year  ago. 

Good  and  Choice  800-1050#  feeder  steers 
bulked  at  $22.50-25.50,  limited  number  Choice, 
mostly  750-850#,  $26.00-27.25,  and  at  Sioux 
City  Choice  to  Fancy  823#  reached  $28.00.     Me- 
dium and  low^tood  feeders  sold  from  $19.00- 
22.50.     A  load  of  Choice  55C#  stock  steers 
brought  $31.50,  few  loads  Choice  550-650# 
$28.50-30.00;  bulk  Good  and  Choice  550-700# 
$24.00-28.00.     Medium  stockers  ranged  from 
$19.50-24.00.     Good  and  Choice  yearling  heif- 
ers sold  from  $21.75-26.50.     Good  and  Choice 
steer  calves  brought  $25.50-33.00,   two  loads 
Choice,  thin  355#  Included  at  $33.00.    A  ten 
car  shipment  of  Choice  339-34]#  heifer  calves 
also  brought  $33.00  but  most  of  the  heifer 
calves  on  offer  were  Good  and  Choice  at  $22.50- 
28.00. 

HOGS  -  Terminal  Markets  -  Receipts  at  the 
12  markets  were  2  percent  below  the  previous 
week  and  were  the  smallest  for  7  weeks.     How- 
ever, marketings  were  5  percent  above  a  year 
ago.     Mixed  U.  S.  No.  1-3,  200-27C#  barrows

and  gilts  predominated  In  the  supply  with  a 
sizable  volume  of  butchers  240#  and  heavier  at 
western  Corn  Belt  points.     Uniform  lots  of 
U.   S.  No.  1-2,  under  230#  were  rather  limited 
at  most  markets.     Sows  made  up  6-17  percent  at 
the  various  centers,   this  a  rather  small  per- 
centage for  this  season  of  the  year.     Illus- 
trating this  point  is  the  fact  that  sows  at 
So.  St.   Paul  made  up  17  percent  of  the  volume 
as  compared  with  26  percent  at  this  time  last 
year.     Demand  was  generally  dependable  and 
prices  on  barrows  and  gilts  finished  the  week 
steady  to  250  higher  over  most  of  the  Corn 
Belt,  extremes  500  up  at  Sioux  Falls  while 
weights  over  23C#  were  weak  to  25 £  lower  at 
Chicago.     Sows  were  steady  to  500  higher  at 
most  points. 

Selected  lots  of  U.  S.  No.  1  and  mixed 
1-2  190-230#  barrows  and  gilts  usually  sorted 
for  weight  and  grade  bulked  at  $16.50-17.50 
on  Friday}  mixed  U.   S.   1-3,  and  2-3,   180-250# 
$16.00-17.25,  most  sales  $16.25-16.75;  U.  S.   1- 
3,   270-60O#   sows  $12.75-14.75. 

Feeder  pigs  were  fully  steady  at  Sioux 
City  but  declined  5O0-$1.OO  at  So.  St.   Paul. 
Medium  and  Good  130-160#  feeders  brought  $15.50- 
16.00  at  Sioux  City,   few  Good  and  Choice  $16.25- 
16.75;  Good  130-160#  feeders  at  So.  St.  Paul 
closed  at  $14.00-15.00. 

Average  cut-cut  value  advantage  of  U.   S. 
No.  1  over  No.  3  live  basis  200-220#  barrows 
and  gilts  was  930  per  cwt.  based  on  wholesale 
carlot  prices  of  fresh  pork  cuts  at  Chicago 
May  19  to  May  25,   1960,   inclusive. 

HOGS  -  Interior  Iowa-Southern  Minnesota 
Area  -  Rainfall  interfered  with  spring  field 
work  but  marketings  slowed  down  nevertheless 
and  receipts  were  some  smaller  than  in  the 
preceding  week.     Supplies  continued  moderately 
larger,  however,  than  in  the  like  period  last 
year.     Demand  was  fairly  good  with  best  out- 
let for  200-230#  butchers.     Closing  prices 
compared  with  the  preceding  Friday  were  steady 
to  100  higher  for  butchers  up  to  240#  while 
heavier  butchers  were  mostly  steady  to  100 
lower;  sows  25-350  higher.     U.  S.  No.  1-3, 
190-240#  butchers  sold  late  from  $15.60-16.35 
with  limited  volume  No.  1-2  $16.25-16.65,  few 
selected  No.  1  to  $16.75.     Mixed  No.  1-3  270- 
400#   sows  brought  $13.50-14.50;  400-550# 
$11.75-13.90. 

SHEEP  AND  IAMBS  -  Receipts  at  the  12 
terminals  were  little  changed  from  the  previ- 
ous week  but  were  4  percent  above  the  corres- 
ponding week  last  year.     Distribution  of  sup- 
plies varied,   however,   as  Omaha  received  a  24 
percent  increase  from  the  previous  week  while 
supplies  at  Fort  Worth  decreased  somewhat.     At 
Denver,  receipts  were  58  percent  above  a  year 
ago.     The  proportion  of  spring  slaughter  lambs 
increased  seasonally  at  most  points.     Spring 
lambs  closed  unevenly  steady  to  $2.50  lower 
for  the  week  with  most  sales  5O0-$1.5O  off.     Old 
crop  slaughter  lambs  and  ewes  were  steady  to 
$1.50  lower,   the  majority  steady  to  500  lower. 


Lower  dressed  prices  on  spring  lamb,  increased 
spring  lamb  supply,   and  the  approaching  Memori- 
al Day  holiday  were  price  depressing  factors. 

Choice  and  Prime  80-110#  spring  slaugh- 
ter lambs  sold  at  $22.00-24.50  with  a  few 
early  sales  to  $26.00;  Good  and  Choice  $20.00- 
24.00  and  most  late  sales  $20.00-23.00.     Choice 
and  Prime  85-115#  old  crop  shorn  slaughter 
lambs  $20.00-22.00,  300  head  $22.25  at  Chica- 
go; Good  and  Choice  largely  $18.00-20.50. 
Cull  to  Choice  shorn  slaughter  ewes  bulked  at 
$3.00-6.00. 

The  small  supply  of  feeder  lambs  sold 
steady  to  weak.     Medium  to  Choice  47-80#  spring 
feeders  $18.00-21.75;  same  grades  old  crop 
feeders  $16.00-19.00. 

In  the  Interior  Iowa  Southern  Minnesota 
area,  receipts  were  the  same  as  in  the  previ- 
ous week  but  15  percent  larger  than  the  corre- 
sponding week  last  year.     Shorn  old  crop  slaugh- 
ter lambs  comprised  the  bulk.     Compared  with 
Friday  the  previous  week,   shorn  old  crop 
lambs  were  mainly  500  lower,   spring  lambs 
$1.00  off,   and  slaughter  ewes  nominally  steady. 

Choice  90-105#   old  crop  slaughter  lambs 
with  No.  2  to  fall  shorn  pelts  realized  $20.00- 
21.50  with  late  sales  $20.00-21.00.     Choice 
and  Prime  80-100#  spring  slaughter  lambs 
$22.50-24.50  with  closing  sales  $23.50  and 
down.

BOSTON   WOOL  MARKET  REVIEW 
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Trading  on  greasy  domestic  worsted 
wools  in  the  Boston  market  continued  slow, 
as  prices  held  about  steady  compared  to  the 
previous  week.  Trade  in  scoured  shorn  wools 
and  noils  was  limited  while  some  handlers  of 
pulled  wools  reported  a  fairly  good  movement 
at  steady  prices.  Several  wool  pools  were 
sold  during  the  past  week  in  the  fleece  wool 
States,  and  sales  were  held  in  Texas.  Sales 
in  the  territory  States  were  limited. 

Cabled  reports  from  Australia  at  mid- 
week showed  Japanese  and  Continental  buyers 
active  with  prices  firm.  New  Zealand  prices 
for  carpet  type  wools  advanced  about  2^  per- 
cent with  Japanese  and  Continental  interests 
dominating.  Activity  in  the  South  African 
auctions  was  dull  with  Continental  buyers 
operating.  Carpet  type  wools  in  Buenos 
Aires  were  fairly  active  with  most  6ales  to 
United  States  buyers  while  trading  was 
limited  in  Montevideo. 

Fleece  Wools  -  Graded  64s  staple  fleece 
wool  sold  at  *1.12  clean  basis  while  graded 
56/58s  good  French  combing  and  staple  wool 
brought  $1.07  clean.  Several  pools  sold  in 
Pennsylvania  in  the  grease  as  follows:  Berks 
County  40,000#  57.40*;  Tioga  County  50,000# 
58.62*j  Blair  County  22,000#  57.25*$  Clarion 
County  18,000#  56.75*;  Potter  County  46,000# 
58. 10* j  Green  County  bulk  fine  wool  sold  at 
43*  for  Delaine,  34*  for  fine  clothing  and 
56.25*  for  medium  grade  wool.  Country  buyers 
were  paying  around  50*  for  medium  wools  and 
40-41*  for  fine  wools  in  Ohio  and  Pennsyl- 
vania while  47*  was  paid  in  Iowa  and  Missouri 
for  medium  fleeces. 

Territory  Wools  -  Graded  64s  good  French 
combing  and  staple  territory  wool  sold  at 
$1.15  clean  basis.  Recent  sales  in  the  tex*ri- 
tory  States  included  around  300,000#  of  bulk 
fine  and  half  blood  light  shrinking  wool  at 
Douglas,  Wyoming  at  47-49*  grease  basis,  f jo.b. 
while  the  Gallatin,  Montana  pool  of  approxi- 
mately 250,000#  of  mostly  medium  grade  wools 
brought  51.16*  and  Granite-Powell  pool  at 
DruHmond  approximately  55,000#  sold  at 
50.53*  and  the  Fairfield  pool  of  grading 
wools  moved  at  47.02*  grease  basis,  f .o.b. 

Texas  Wools  -  At  a  sealed  bid  sale  in 
Eden,  Texas,  approximately  150,000#  of  12 
months  wool  sold  in  original  bags  around 
$1.12-1.14  for  best  12  months  and  from  $1.10- 
1.12  for  average  12  months  wool,  while  at 
Junction,  Texas,  all  bids  for  12  months  wools 
were  rejected.  Eight  months  wool  sold  from 
$1.05-1.07  clean  basis  delivered  East. 

Mohair  -  Mohair  prices  in  Texas  re- 
raained  unchanged  at  $1.01 J  for  adult  and 
$1.3l|  kid  hair  to  the  warehouse.  Trade  in 
the  Boston  market  continued  dull.

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WHOLESALE  MEAT  TRADE  REVIEWS 


LESS  THAN  CARLOT  MEAT  TRADE  REVIEWS 

EASTERN  SEABOARD  -  Supplies  of  fresh 
meats  were  generally  normal  except  beef  and 
lamb  at  New  York  and  Philadelphia,   on  the  con- 
servative side.     Cleanup  of  product  was  a  pri- 
mary objective  at  wholesale,  due  to  the  long 
holiday  week-end,   and  2  oncoming  Jewish  holi- 
days which  will  suspend  kosher  operations  at 
some  points.     Slow  trading  generally  prevailed, 
however,  clearance  of  all  classes  was  fairly 
complete  as  price  shading  induced  increased 
purchase,  notably  on  chuck  cuts  of  beef  and 
lamb,   and  pork  loins.     Veal,   calf  and  lamb  trad- 
ing was  fairly  active,  but  outlet  for  cuts  poor- 
ly balanced  at  New  York  and  Philadelphia,  where 
foresaddles  of  veal  and  calf  along  with  lamb 
loins  and  ribs  outsold  other  cuts.     Pork  met 
good  demand  at  Washington  and  Baltimore  but 
outlet  was  rather  poor  at  other  markets. 

Compared  with  the  previous  week:     Steer 
beef  50*-$1.00  lower  at  New  York  and  Washing- 
ton,  strong  to  50*  higher  at  Philadelphia, 
steady  to  weak  at  Baltimore.     Cow  beef  sold  50* 
higher  at  New  York,  but  steady  to  $1.00  lower 
elsewhere.     Prices  for  veal  and   calf  at  New 
York  weak  to  mostly  $1.00  lower,  with  veal  $1.00- 
2.00  lower  at  Philadelphia,  and  steady  at  other 
markets.     At  New  York  old  crop  and  spring  lamb 
sold  mostly  steady,   instances  $1.00  higher, 
while  the  trend  at  other  markets  was  steady  to 
$4.00  lower.     Pork  loins  closed  steady  to  $1.00 
higher  at  Washington,  but  steady  to  $3.00  lower 
elsewhere;  other  pork  cuts  steady  to  $2.00  low- 
er, except  Philadelphia  where  spareribs  and 
pork  butts  sold  steady  to  $1.00  higher.     Prices 
for  kosher  dressed  steer  beef,  veal  and  calf 
were  unchanged,  kosher  old  crop  lamb  steady  to 
weak,  Choice  and  Prime  kosher  spring  lamb 
steady,   instances  $1.00  lower. 

CHICAGO  -  Steer  and  heifer  beef,  lamb 
and  fresh  pork  supplies  were  normal.     Prime 
beef  continued  scarce  as  bulk  graded  Good  to 
average-Choice.     Most  pork  loins  weighed  12-16#, 
and  spring  lamb  represented  only  a  small  portion 
of  the  lamb  supply.     Veal  receipts  were  slightly 
larger  than  the  previous  week  but  were  still 
small.     Steer  and  heifer  beef  declined  sharply 
on  Monday  following  substantial  downturns  the 
previous  week.     However,   the  decline  was  re- 
covered Tuesday,  and  prices  continued  their 
higher  trend  through  Thursday.     While  most  pri- 
mal cuts  sold  in  a  slow  trade  this  week,  demand 
was  broad  for  arm  and  squarecut  chucks  and 
rounds  to  arrive  after  Memorial  Day  and  this 
proved  bullish  in  the  carcass  market.     A  fairly 
active  opening  lamb  trade  slowed  at  the  close, 
loins  and  ribs  most  wanted  lamb  cuts.     Boston 
butts  and  spareribs  moved  well  while  trading 
on  pork  loins  was  dull. 

Compared  to  the  previous  Friday:  Steer 
beef  steady  to  50*  higher;  veal  steady;  lamb 
steady  to  $1.00  higher;  pork  loins  8-16#  $1.00- 


2.50  higher;  Boston  butts  4-8#  steady;  spare- 
ribs 3#  and  down  steady  to  $1.00  higher.
